It is said that all the clever young men 
ill the American tiniveraitics are of the 
Byronic type — melancholy and moody. 
Tho great are always pensive, if not 
gloomy, and the outward appearance of 
gaiety they may exhibit never springs 
from the depths of the soul. Their ex- 
traordinary endowments tend to kue], 
them ajMirt from the groat mass of man- 
kind, and their keen sonsibilitiea expose 
them to suti'eriiiga whicli persons of coarser 
natures never e.xjjerieiice. A distinguisli- 
ed American writer says, "Every groat 
passion, sublime purpose, singular jiur- 
suit, or unequalled susceptibility, tends to 
isolate its subject and make htm pine with 
bafQcd hmgings." It is hardly necessary 
to cite tliu liighiy gifted to prove that 
goniua is ever discoiued. It is almost 
impossible to study the biographies of the 
noblest members of our race and not be 
led t() believe that the history of every 
oxtraindinary person is a tr&gedy. you 
may admit what 1 have said to be true, 
and yet hold that genius is not the result 
of oducatiim, but a product of nature. 
Such is the jxipular opirion, but it is not 
well-founded.

Uo is the llower of an advanced 
civilization. It ia the inherited tenden- 
cica of his race ami tlie peculiar mental 
and moral qualities developed by educa- 
ti(jn in his forefathers, which appear in 
all strength and fulness in the man of 
geiiiiiB. 'J'he tenipora'.uont of Byron ro- 
aonibled hia mother's, and tho cast of 
miud that colored all his tiioughts and 
made him famous existed, in a lesser de- 
gree, for a long time, in her family — tho 
Gordons. 

Will education, therefore, produc0 a 

highly sensitive race of men, who will be 
out of harmony with l.lieir surroundings

It may bo also urged that education is 
a disturbing^ element in society. In- 
directly, it ia the cause of socialism and 
nihilism, as well as all tho strife that has

young men for manual labor and renders 
them good for nothing except for measur- 
ing calico or scribljling briefs in a, lawyer's 
ollice.

Three of the crew 
were killed and the captain and several 
others wounded. 

The German steamer Foro, from New 
ChwHiig, went aground on the east point 
of Lamina Island, about two o'clock on 
the 17th ult., the vessel ran on a rock but 
was got off, when the captain, found that 
she was fillinir, and at once drove her on 
the rock again. The vessel is very badly 
damaged, but hopes are entertained of 
getting her off. Tho cargo, part of which 
is uninjured, is being unloaded. 

The British steamer Zaiiro, whicli ar- 
rived at Hung Kong from Manilla on tho 
11th ult.^. brought the ^ptain, officeni 
and sixteen "of the' "brew of the 
steamer Child wall. On arrival the crew 
were given into police custody on a charge 
of refusal to do duty for four days on the 
high soas and attempting to scuttle the 
.ship inlManilla harbor on^the 29th of May 
A shock of earthquake was experienced 
in Yokohama at about 6:30 on the SOth. 
Tho tremor was not of great violence but 
was of considerable duration. 

The British ship Monarch, which ar- 
rived at Yokohama from Batoum, brings 
the first shipment of petroleum ever made 
to Japan from the Black Sea. 

In Yokohama an unexpected demand 
for new seasoti's silk occurred on the i^Oth 
inst. The demand was for tha French 
market and is attributable to oiders re- 
ceived from Italy owing to tho unfavor- 
able condition of the silk culture there.

NANAIMO ASSIZES. 

(Before Hon. Justice Oreasaf ' 

'I'ho udj(mrnad Nanaimo spring assises 
opened Thursday last at 11 o'clock a.m. 

The (.>»unilet murder case was postponed 
until Thursday, 12th inat., to procure the 
attendance of nece.asary witnesses. 

Macunioose, an Indian, was arraigned 
on a charge of murdering Henry Mooro 
on the schooner Sea Birdl in Blenkinsop 
Bay on .June 2i)th, 1880. 

Mr. Chas. Wilson appeared for the 
(•rown, and Mr. S. P. Mills for the de- 
fonco. 

Prisoner pleaded not guilty and a jury 
was empanelled, 

The first witness called was .Jamoi Mc 
Nerhanie, who deposed : In 1886 lived 
about 2b miles above Comox; saw the 
schooner Sea Bird there on or about the 
8th nr 9tli of June, near the mouth of 
Campbell river; know that Honry Moore 
wa.a aboard; Blenkinsop Bay was about 
til'ty miles beyond where I resided. 

Witness was cross-examined at length 
by Mr. Mills. 

Narkomalis, swora— Am a Matioki In 
dian and know Blenkinsop Bay; saw 
Macamoose and another Indian called 
Ckquatsum chopping the schooner; was 
in a canoe with my daughter and the 
other Indians did not see me; 1 started 
for home and next day again aaw Maca- 
moose and Claquatsuni ; told them I had 
seen them chopping the schooner; they 
asked me to say nothing about it and 
they would give me $50; Macamoose then 
told me about the murder; he said Ola 
quatsum chopped two of the men with an 
axo and he (Macamoose) shot the man 
with one arm, the bullet striking him un 
dertheear; two of tho white men were 
drunk, and Macamoose and Claquatsum 
a.iid they had great fjun in killing them; 
they burned two of the bodies on shore; 
they did not give mo the $50 they pro 
mised; afterwards saw them with Win- 
cliester rifles and a cask of liquor which 
thej' said they had got from the schooner. 

This witness was also examined at con- 
siderable length by Mr. Mills. At is con- 
clusion the court adjourned till Friday 
morning. 

On Friday morning the evidence of 
Annie Quinquallath, J. Flewin, Mrs 
Augusta Boltt, Dr. W. Walkeni, Billy 
Keasho and Wm. Moore was taken, when 
the court again adjourned.

That^ they 
are capable, of nSblej.d'evelopmunt, and 
when educated will be well '^fitted for self- 
government, a|ii>o&rp to be established. 
Stepniak endeavors to foresbiidbw. the re- 
sult of education and freedom upon these 
masses, and how tlioy are to be guided and 
controlled in tho better days which ho an- 
ticipates for thoui. Of course, to his 
view, tliu despotism must bo overthrown 
and tho republic take its place before 
those happy results ai"! reached.

Hardly a better test than the 
money market could be had of the sound- 
ness of a community as of an nulividu.il, 
and its secure position is necessarily a 
great help in iiuartcrs where gooil will is 
most necessary. The London Economist 
a leading authority on financial matters, 
lias_boeu led by the success of the locent 
Canadian loan to prepare a table showing 
the yield to iiucstors upon tho stock of 
tho dill'ereiit colonies, tho higher the ere 
dit the smaller of course being the yield 
The present liguies are eomiiiired with 
those of ton aud twenty years ago, so as 
to show the change.

While twenty years .ago we were at the 
very foot of tiie list, and even ten years 
.ago were far down, having besides India, 
New .South \V:ile3, Vietm-i.i, Suuth Aus- 
tralia, (Queensland and even Mauritus 
.ibove us, now we head the list ! (.)in 
e.xcellent credit proves the soundness of 
our liiiaiieial position in the eyes of th 
experienced and cauti<ju3 judges of the 
money market, while it renders, at the 
same time, our expenditures for national 
improvements little burdensome to us. 
No better; answer could be given to all the 
aspersions of Canada's detractors than tlie 
action of the unprejudiced capitalists of 
the European money markets. >

Mrs Fowler, she said, had taken 
tliein to her mother, who had also been 
matron of the Home. The girls lii!gged 
them not to lake, them buck to the Home, 
,'uid thoy did not know what tu do with, 
them,' .Finally Mrs.V Menssies. jsetfureii 
homos for both. One of them, Ah Hoe,' 
she stated, was then living at Mr. Cohens, 
but, she and In r mother wtu'e not s.itislied 
with the plac(? secured fin- Ah Lin. .She 
wjis the lirst girl resciii!<l and taken to the 
Home, and they li.id become atl.'icbed l.o 
her, and after having been under Christian 
influence fbr so long a time. they; did, not 
wi.sli her to go into a family Whbro slic 
would not be i.iuglif the same )irim;iples;

1 had kept tlno girl 
for a few weeks, some time previous to 
this, and fidt badly tint hIiu shmild be in 
Kii needy a jiii.-iitiiiu ami concluded to take 
Imr forthti timo being, until suimi ariuiigu- 
neiit could be made uitlior'to find Uer an' 



other home or to keep her myself. My 
husband saw iVlrs. Hopkins next day (Sun- 
day) and told her to bring the cliiKI out 
to • us and wo wouhl take her. 
This she said shq would do next morn- 
ing.- ■:5j;' ^_ ml iCy. 

On Monday aifemoon Mrs. Monzies 
came to my house to explain wh.\ her 
mother did not bring the girl to us as she 
had promised, and said that on Sunday 
evening, while the other members of the 
family were to church, she was at home 
with Ah Lin, whom she was auiusiiig by 
showing her pictures; presently her baby 
cried, and she went into an adjoining room 
to attend to ^it, was only a few minutes 
iiway, and'when she returned Ah Lin was 
gone. 'At the time she did not think any- 
thing serious had happened to Ijer, lait 
supposed she hadgoiiu to see Ah Hoe, at Mr. 
Cohen's, as she had that day expressed a 
wish to do so, but had been refused. Her 
coat and hat wePB hanging in the room, 
and some of hiar wearing apparel laid on a 
chair ready for hot to put on next moni- 
iiig, but she had taken nothing with hor 
except her doll and box of patchwork. 
This convinced liiu- further that she had 
taken tho opportunity of going to 
see hor friend. Almost immedi- 
ately she said her mother re- 
turned from church, and on hearing of 
the disappearance of the girl, went direct- 
ly to Mr. Cohen's, but she had not been 
there and thoy had not seen anything of 
her since. Mr.'Menzies had been search- 
ing for her all morning, but could lind no 
duo whatever as to her whereabouts, and 
Mrs. Menzies left saying that as soon as 
thoy found her they would bring her out 
to me. 

Now, Mr, Editcu-, there is a vast dilhu - 
cnce between the statement made iu Mrs. 
Menzies' letter with regard to the disposi- 
tion of the girl and in tho stHtomeut Mis.

I have no desire whivtever in this mat 
ter but to see "right" iirevail, and when 
I read Mrs. iMenzies' letter felt it was my 
duty to contradict statements which 1 
knew to bo incorrect.

Dreadful tjiej^ , may, be, but 
it is because great evils exist And those 
who are trying to destroy them. are work- 
ing half-madly,i half-biindly. Vou ronioiii- 
her that .[in.^ HuggHrd'a_ .wviiderfuL, stui> 
Bill) lias to;bathe'iiit tho tire-font, bfefope 
she becoiiibs imiriortal; and so it maybe 
necessary for nations ti> pasa through bap 
tisma of lire and blood before they aro 
purified. I believe wo are on the eve of 
tho mightiest revolution the world has 
over soon. The* forces at wo^k are almost 
us imperceptible as the "wind ^i^ldPl^^' 
eth whore it listoth,*' but cin that account 
that aro not less but more effective. The 
superficial observer looks at Europe and 
he s(!es nothing but military caiiips, with 
luonarchs wateliiiig one anothor and mil- 
lions of soldiers ready to engage in deadly 
strife. The more thoughtful and far-see 
ing i§ npti'Sp.much attiucted by this spec- 
tacle for he is studying forces that are at° 
work to undermine thethrones of all mon- 
archs. Ho perceives the growth of ideas 
that will at length prove more powerful 
than the aword or the sceptre. He sees 
tho daily increasing number of those who 
have no regard for the trappings, poni]), 
and circumstance of war^t and who think 
it of little moment who may govern Eur- 
ope, provided there be no tyranny or op- 
pression. You may s;iy to mo that the 
nihilist is the worst uf characters, and the 
very thought of his teachings and his hoi'- 
rihlo deeds mako.s you shudder. Well, 1 
will admit for the sake of argument that 
he is a guilty wretch, hut 1 would remind 
you that tho causes which produce such a 
miscreant are the oppression of the hiwer 
orders in Russiik and the diffusion uf 
knowledge among the people. Of course, 
[ do not believe that tho extreme views of 
anarchists and socialists will ever be ac- 
cepted by mankind, for common sense 
will never allow the adoption of theories, 
the most of which are impracticable; but 
the teaching of these men will stimulate 
ot;hers to think uf social problems., In- 
deed, to such an extent have they done so 
.already, that Europe and America are 
now in a state of agitation, and 
there is a growing soiitiniunt 
with tho growth and diffusion 
(if knowledge that there must be a radi- 
cal change ia th,e whole organization of 
society, no matter how it is to be brought 
about. ' The world must advance and no 
mortal can stay its progress. X mad Czar 
may play the lute of Canute and com- 
mand the rising tide of knowledge to re- 
cede, but he shall apeak with no prevail- 
ing voice. Tho earth movea and we move 
with it. We shall never bo able to go 
hack where our fathers were. "The old 
order chungeth yielding to tho new." 
Ni'ver again shall wo behbld tho olden 
time with its feudal knights, powerful 
liai'oii.s and absolute monarclis. The day 
is coming when we shall no longer stand 
in awe in presence of a lord (U- bow with 
.abject servility before a king. Virtue and 
wisdom alone will comuiand our revor- 
ence. Blood must give place to brain, 
tlction to reality, brute force to intellec- 
tualiam; yea, everything ahall change un- 
der the resistless force of education. 
Many will lament the daj's of the past 
and say that honor, reverence, and true 
nubility have departed from the earth. 
Poets will sing of kings that were and are 
no more, of haughty dames and aristocrat- 
ic ladies, of tho courtesy and magnanimity 
of princes; and bright eyes will sparkle 
and fair cheeks glow; the beautiful and 
good will listen — nrit, unmoved — but in 
their heart of hearts they will believe 
they live in a better time, in a more ad- 
vanced, civilization. 

' The study of social ccuiditions does not, 
however, fully enable us to meet the 
charge that education fosters discontent. 
The (pie.stion may atill be asked: Does it 
increase the sum total of happiness, 
either in the individual nr the nation I 
.Sir William H.imiltoii unye that peifec- 
tion or the full and harmonious develop- 
ment of all our faculties, comprises hap- 
pine.ss, but we know the road to perfec- 
tion is beset ' with difhoulties at every 
step. The word "Suffering" is deei)ly en- 
graven on every milestone. I am not in- 
clined to admit that iinmi;Jia(i; happiness 
is the chief end in life. Indeedwe ihstinct- 
ivuly do not believe it is or act as if it 
were. We somehow think tho folly of 
being wise is better thau^ the bliss of ig- 
norance, and tliiaV'a disoontented Socrates 
is better than a cdntented Zulu. Like one 
of old, we believe in the excellence of 
knowledge even when experience toachi 
us that "much study is a weariness of 
the ilesh, and he that increasoth in know 
ledge increaseth sorrow." Education does 
not strew life's path with flowers. There 
may be beds of ruses ,tp_ pham with their 
exquisite beauty, but not to lie on, for 
they are all thickly set with thorns, and 
only perchance with blooding hands and 
lacerated feet can .you come near enough 
to jduck them. The amuiaiith that lures 
you on is far beycjiid your reach; it is 
uiore ditKcult to obtain than the edelweiss 
on the white cold Alpine heights. In vain 
you will seek it hero; it has never been 
ti'aiia])lanted in this ungonial soil. It still 
lihidin.s "III [I fadeless and in immortal 
beauty fast by thothrcjiienf the Eternidl 
I'eiliaps the most notable exainijle of 
culture jind all that ia best in education 
was Johaiin Wolfgang Coothe, yet the 
serene height he' attained did not free him 
from earth-bom 'disquietude. His best in- 
terpreter and ardent admirer, who says 
this man " vanquished the world and 
shone above it in help like a sun," 
also add.i that a " nameless unrest, tho 
blind struggle of a soul in bondage, a high 
longing dibconteiit almost drove (ioethe 
to despair." 1 know not what your opin- 
ion may be on this subject, but 1 frankly 
admit, that if tho present life be the "all 
and the end all " of our existence, that 
there was good reason tor tho great 
Frenchman, when reviewing the path in 
which ho walked for so many years, to 
doubt that it was tho best. Let nio not 
be misunderstood. VVliafc 1 refer to in 
this diacourae is education in its most com- 
prehensive sense, involving as it does tho 
development of our whole being. It iii- 
cludosall that pertains to the evolution of 
character. It is more than religion for 
religion is only a part of it. The devel- 
opment of the liighur faculties transcends 
the sphere of the Actual, for it can only 
be the growth or outcome of some faith 
in tho ideal. Deny tho objective exist- 
ence of an Ideal' world, and'education is a 
poor investmout. Why should 1 live a 
life of self-denial to form tho charactor 
of myself and others, while Destiny is 
saying: " Why dost thou build tho hall 
son of the winged days 'I Thou lookest 
from thy towers to-day. Yet a few days 
and the ' bl{U>t of* ;the; dosort comes; i( 
howls in. (iiiy J^in]|t^ court and wliistleH 
round thy half-worn shioIdT' Would it 
not be better to give tip such fruitless 
labor, crush out aspiration, banish dreams 
of wisdom and virtue, adjust myself to 
my prison, laugh my bitter laugh, eat, 
drink, bo morryi and await to-morrow's 
iiothingnesH '/

It is a belief in thja that makes 
heroes and martyra. All actions tlmt d 
uot spring from this motive aro more or 
less seliiih. Man when he acts purely 
frcmi it is Godlike. Xben, and only then, 
does tho divine. j)l(jnie p' l^e fai^j.of, tho 
human illumining it with more tiian 
eathly radiance, • 

If the aim of education is - perfection 
and the' motive for it the glorification o' 
good, then of all things it is .the most im 
portant. You may think that I am as 
sorting too much, but 1 am not saying 
more than Milton said. The grea 
English puot, in tho language 
of the old theology, says " The 
end pf( all Wrniiig' it to repair the 
ruins of our flrsti parents by regainim; to 
know God aright, and out of that know! 
edge to love him, to imitate hiiu, to bi 
like him, as may bo the nearest by pus 
seasing our souls of true virtue, which be 
ing united to the lieavoiily grace of faith 
makes up the highest perfection." If you 
carefully study the meaning of this tine 
old sentence, you will perceive that it vir 
tually contains all I claim for education. 
It simply means: an imperfeab being to be 
trained to know the good and love it for 
its own Bak,e., and by the pnioticeof yirtue 
>vith faith in the Unseen, to become per- 
fect. 

Leibnitz said ".live me for a few years 
the direction of education and 1 agree to 
transform tho world," If my argument 
is sound, the only hope for man istoedu 
cate him, not simply train him for some 
larticular c.dling in life, hut Ln such a way 
as to call into activity all the highi'r fac 
ulties,till whatever ia noble or(iodliko in 
bis nature shall manifest itself and become 
a ruling principle in his life. Koligion 
alone cannot save the world from hopeless 
corruption, for faith without knuwl^ge 
bocomos superstition, and we all know 
whot liorriblo deeda have been committed 
with the sanction of those who elaimei; 
tlioy had hoavunly guidance. It was this 
view of tho matter that led Heiii-j' Barnurd 
to say "The cause of education cam 
fail, unless all the laws that have hitherto 
governed the progress of, -society shall 
cease to oporato, and Christianity shall 
prove a fable and liberty » dream." 

Life to me has no meaning without ed- 
ucation. If mail has not been cast on this 
planet by chance, if there is a purpose il 
his visit to earth, what can that end be 
unless it is to increase in knowledge and 
to bring to fruition all the functions;,bf .his 
being. 

" All the world's » sUiK". 

And all the tnvu und womoii intruly [ilayora ' 

said Shakespeare. All the world's : 
school, and ul the men and women more 
ly pupils, would be nearer the truth. As 

.lohn Foster has very truly said, "Th 
whole earth can be but a place of tuition 
till it becoiiiea either a depopulated ruin 
or an elysium of perfect and happy bo 
ings," I go even farther and assert that 
ivhorever man may bu in tho universe h 
muat bo a learner, or he would ceaao to 
he a man by becoming either a god or a 
brute. If this life is a school, and if, as 
Kingsley says, "Every human being 
brings into the world with him at his 
birth the indubitable right of being edu 
cated," then the most sacred obligation 
rests on society to educate every rational 
creature. ■ . ,
